Justices divided over 
Texas college’s use of 
race in admissions 

Washington 

The Supreme Court seemed deeply 
divided Wednesday over the future 
of affirmative action in college 
admissions, with liberals defend- 
ing a university’s right to assem- 
ble racially diverse student bodies, 
and conservatives worrying about 
the constitutional rights of those 
who are denied admission because 
of their race. 

The justice who emerged as 
most likely to decide the issue was 
Justice Anthony Kennedy. The vet- 
eran justice has never approved of 
an affirmative action plan that has 
come before the court but has agreed 
that campus diversity is the kind 
of compelling government inter- 
est that can sometimes license the 
use of race in admission decisions. 

The case comes from the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Austin, which 


draws about 75 percent of its fresh- 
man class based on their graduation 
rankings from Texas high schools. 
For the remaining students, it uses 
a “holistic” evaluation that includes 
race as one of many factors. 

A white applicant named Abigail 
Fisher says those attempts to boost 
the number of African-American 


and Hispanic students cost her a 
spot in the freshman class of 2008. 

The court since 1978 has rec- 
ognized that the need to promote 
diversity on the nation’s campuses 
justifies a limited consideration of 
race that normally the Constitution 
would not countenance. As recently 
as 2003, in a case called Grutter v. 


Backstory 

The University of Texas says the 
college admissions program is 

necessary to provide a diverse edu- 
cational experience. Along with race, 
the university considers community 
service, work experience, extracur- 
ricular activities, awards and other 
factors as it seeks to fill out its incom- 
ing classes. The bulk of its slots go to 
students who are admitted based on 
their high school class rank. In 2008, 
the freshman class of more than 
6,600 included 1,713 African-Ameri- 
can and Hispanic students. Of those, 
216 were admitted under the program 
that is being challenged, (ap) 


Bollinger, the court held that uni- 
versities may consider race when 
striving toward reaching a “critical 
mass” of diversity that benefits all. 

Fisher’s attorney, Bert Rein, 
did not ask the court to overturn 
Grutter. He said UT had failed to 
narrowly tailor its examination of 
race and said it had not shown the 
necessity for racial considerations 
that Grutter demanded. 

If the justices deadlock on the 
policy, it would be upheld with- 
out setting a precedent.

Girl's Shooting Sparks Outrage 


Teenage activist in 
intensive care after 
attack in Pakistan 


Islamabad 

Schools shut their doors in protest 
and Pakistanis across the country 
held vigils Wednesday to pray for 
the 14 -year-old girl who was shot 
by a Taliban gunman after daring 
to advocate education for girls and 
criticize the militant group. 

The shooting of Malala 
Yousafzai on Tuesday in the town 
of Mingora in the volatile Swat 
Valley horrified Pakistanis across 
the religious, political and ethnic 
spectrum. Many in the country 
said they hope the attack and the 
outrage it has sparked will be a 
turning point in Pakistan’s long- 
running battle against the Taliban, 
which still enjoys considerable pub- 
lic support for fighting U.S. forces 
in neighboring Afghanistan. 

Malala appeared to be out of 
immediate danger after doctors 
operated on her early Wednesday to 
remove a bullet lodged in her neck.

Backstory 

At the age of 11, Malala Yousafzai began writing a 
blog under a pseudonym for the BBC about life un- 
derthe Taliban. After the military ousted the mili- 
tants in 2009, she began publicly speaking out about 
the need for girls’ education, something the Taliban 
strongly opposes. On Tuesday, a Taliban gunman 
walked up to a bus taking children home from school and shot Malala in the 
head and neck. The Taliban has since vowed to target Malala again, (ap) 



But she remained in intensive care 
at a hospital in the northwestern 
city of Peshawar, and Pakistan’s 
interior minister said the next 48 
hours would be crucial. 

The country’s top military offi- 
cer — a man who rarely makes pub- 
lic statements — condemned the 
shooting and visited the Peshawar 
hospital to check on the teenager. 

“In attacking Malala, the terror- 
ist have failed to grasp that she is 
not only an individual, but an icon 
of courage and hope who vindicates 
the great sacrifices that the people 
of Swat and the nation gave, for 
wresting the valley from the scourge 
of terrorism,” Gen. Ashfaq Parvez 
Kayani said in a statement. 

In Washington, White House 
press secretary Jay Carney said 
U.S. officials “strongly condemn” 
the shooting and said the U.S. has 
offered any assistance to Malala, 
mentioning air ambulance trans- 
port if it were necessary. 

Pakistani Interior Minis- 
ter Rehman Malik said authori- 
ties have identified her attackers 
but no arrests have been made.

Punk Rocker Freed, 
Others Stay Jailed 


Moscow 

One jailed member of the punk band 
Pussy Riot unexpectedly walked 
free from a Moscow courtroom, but 
the other two now head toward a 
harsh punishment for their irrever- 
ent protest against President Vladi- 
mir Putin: a penal colony. 

The split ruling by the appeals 
court Wednesday added further 
controversy to a case that has been 
seized upon in the West as a sym- 
bol of Putin’s intensifying crack- 
down on dissent. 

All three women were con- 
victed in August of hooliganism 
motivated by religious hatred and 
sentenced to two years in prison. 
They argued in court Wednesday 
that their impromptu performance 
inside Moscow’s main cathedral in 
February was political in nature 
and not an attack on religion. 

The Moscow City Court ruled 
that Yekaterina Samutsevich’s sen- 
tence should be suspended because 
she was thrown out of the cathedral 
by guards before she could remove

General Assembly’s

Annapolis 

One day after Prince George’s Del. 
Tiffany Alston was sentenced in a 
misconduct case, a lawyer for the 
General Assembly said Maryland’s 
constitution requires her to be sus- 
pended from office without pay or 


benefits. State prosecutors said 
Alston’s sentencing on Tuesday 
automatically triggered her removal 
from office, but the first-term legis- 
lator and her attorneys disagreed. 

In a letter to House Speaker 
Michael E. Busch, the General 
Assembly’s lawyer sought to clari- 
fy her status: “At the moment that 
sentence was pronounced, the con- 
stitutional provision was triggered,” 
according to Dan Friedman, counsel 
to the General Assembly.

By law, the Prince George’s 
County Democratic Central Com- 
mittee has 30 days from Tuesday 
to forward the name of a potential 
temporary replacement to Gov.

Alston’s attorney, Raouf Abdul- 
lah, said he had not seen the letter, 
but disputed its conclusion.

Report: Housing Market Cooling 


Washington 

The Washington area housing mar- 
ket appears to be cooling, based 
on data from RealEstate Business 
Intelligence’s September housing 
market report. 

The Washington market is still 
doing better than it was a year ago 
at this time, but it is not as robust 
as it was in August. 

Sales, pending contracts and 
median prices each declined from 
August to September. 



A report says the area’s housing market 
slumped from August to September. 


However, although those indi- 
cators have fallen off, they are still 
better than they were in September 
2011. In the case of median price, 
the number is the best it has been 
in September in five years. 

“The fall market came early 
this year,” said Bonnie Casper,

& Foster. “I think for whatever 
reason, it moved up a month.”

The dark art of the vice presidential 
debate begins with a single rule: 
If everybody’s talking about you, 
you’re doing it wrong. 

Since 1976, there have been 
eight televised face-offs between 
vice presidential nominees. The 
ninth will come Thursday, when 
Vice President Joe Biden debates 
Republican Rep.

Why This Debate

from its tracking poll, and Tuesday’s 
showed Romney leading 49 percent 
to 47 percent.

Popkin said 
the task might be especially touchy 
for Ryan, because Romney has said 
he would not adopt Ryan’s famous 
budget plan in full. “You need his 
goal in life to be power now, not 
power later,” Popkin said. 

By tradition, the vice presiden- 
tial debates have been like the vice 
presidency itself. Well-publicized 
but largely inconsequential. But 
this year, both parties hope, could 
mean much more. 

Democrats hope that Biden can 
make up for Obama’s tentative, 
defensive performance in the first 
presidential debate last week. That 
would mean attacking Ryan for 
Romney’s plans about taxes. Medi- 
care and the budget, and pointing 
out where Romney’s ideas con- 
flict with Ryan’s. 

Republicans, by contrast, 
think the numbers-focused Ryan 
will extend his party’s win streak to 
two. Ryan began his preparations 
a month ago, holding three mock 
debates, with former U.S. solicitor 
general Ted Olson playing Biden. 
He then spent three days last week 
huddled in “debate camp” in south- 
west Virginia.

Nats Come Up Empty 


After shutout loss, 
the team is on the 
brink of elimination 

The Nationals 

The red-clad fans flowed into 
Nationals Park from Half Street 
early Wednesday afternoon, 
basked in bright sun and crisp, fall 
air. Four F-l6s screeched overhead. 
Frank Robinson, the Washington 
Nationals’ first manager, threw 
out the first pitch and waved to 
an adoring, roaring crowd. The 
firsts unrolled one by one, puls- 
ing through the stadium like an 
electric current, until the game 
unfolded and the home team still 
had not scored the first postsea- 
son run on Washington soil since 
Game 5 of the 1933 World Series. 

Over nine emphatic innings, 
the stadium’s rabid, towel-waving 
joy devolved into cold, stark dread. 
The Nationals gave this city seven 


months of giddy thrills and spent 
145 days in first place. After the 
St. Louis Cardinals throttled them, 
8-0, in Game 3 of the National 
League Division Series before 
45,017, the largest-ever crowd at 
Nationals Park, the Nationals that 
made Washington love baseball 
again may have only one game left. 

Edwin Jackson’s rocky start, 
the Nationals’ sputtering offense 
and Chris Carpenter’s big-game 
chops pushed the Nationals to 
the brink, down 2-1 in the series 
and fighting an opponent that has 
dominated them over the past two 
weeks. Since the final weekend of 
the regular season, the Cardinals 
have beaten the Nationals four 
times in six games while outscor- 
ing them 48-19. 


“We’re not out of 
this, by a long shot,” 
Nationals manager 
Davey Johnson said. 
“Shoot, I’ve had my 
back to worse walls 
than this.” 

Jackson allowed 
four runs in his first 
two innings, the 
fatal blow a three-run home run 
by rookie shortstop Pete Kozma, 
the Cardinals’ No. 8 hitter. Car- 
penter made only his fourth start 
this year because of a nerve issue 
in his neck, and he shut down the 
Nationals by dodging trouble. The 
Nationals gave their crowd rallies 
to cheer, and then turned them into 
desperate deflation. 

“I didn’t feel like I was out of

rhythm ... I just missed across the 
plate with a couple of balls and it 
cost me,” Jackson said. 


The Nationals' team ERAagainst 
the Cardinals in the NLDS so far. 
The Cardinals’ ERA is 2.67. 


The Nationals pushed runners 
to either second or third base in 
five of the first six innings. They 
went 0 for 8 with runners in scor- 
ing position and stranded 11 men 
on base. If not for shortstop Ian 
Desmond’s 3-for-4 performance, 
the series would seem even more 
lopsided than it already does. 

The latest loss left the Nationals’ 
season in the hands of Ross Detwil- 
er, the 26-year-old left-hander who 
grew up rooting for the Cardinals 
and, essentially, replaced Stephen 
Strasburg in the postseason rota- 
tion. Detwiler, who allowed the 
Cardinals seven runs in 2^ innings 
in his final regular season start, 
will oppose Kyle Lohse, St. Louis’ 
right-handed ace. 

“Don’t jump off a bridge,” 
Nationals GM Mike Rizzo said. 
“We’ve won two in a row before.”

Griffin Says He's Good to Go on Sunday 


Rookie QB practices, 
shows no symptoms 
from mild concussion 

The Redskins 

There was a major sigh of relief 
at Redskins Park on Wednesday 
when rookie quarterback Robert 
Griffin III practiced and showed 
no effects from a mild concussion. 

Barring any unexpected set- 
backs between now and Sunday, 
Griffin will start against the vis- 
iting Minnesota Vikings. 

“It’s a serious issue, but I felt 
fine when I left the locker room” 
after being injured in Sunday’s 


game against Atlanta, Griffin said. 
“I went home, watched some TV 
and kinda just relaxed. I haven’t 
had any symptoms at all.” 

Against the Falcons, Griffin 
was hit by Atlanta linebacker Sean 
Witherspoon while scrambling on 
third-and-goal in a 7-7 game, which 
the Redskins lost 24-17. 

Griffin joked that his only symp- 
tom is “irritability” from continu- 
ally being asked the same questions 
by the Redskins’ medical staff to 
see how he’s doing. He is certainly 
expecting to play Sunday. 

While Griffin, the No. 2 overall 
pick in April’s draft, has been doing 
well since last Sunday, coach Mike 
Shanahan limited his participation

Beloved Lions Star Dies 



Karras loses battle 
with kidney failure, 
other maladies at 77 

Pro Football 

Alex Karras was one of the NFL’s 
most feared defensive tackles 
throughout the 1960s, a player who 
hounded quarterbacks and bulled 
past opposing linemen. 

The rugged player, who 
anchored the Detroit Lions’ defense 
and then made a successful tran- 
sition to an acting career, with a 
stint along the way as a commen- 
tator on “Monday Night Football,” 
died Wednesday. He was 77. 

Karras had recently suffered 
kidney failure and been diagnosed 
with dementia. The Lions also said 
he had suffered from heart disease 
and, for the past two years, stom- 
ach cancer. He died at home in 
Los Angeles surrounded by fam- 
ily members, said Craig Mitnick, 
Karras’ attorney. 

“Perhaps no player in Lions his- 
tory attained as much success and 
notoriety for what he did after his 
playing days as did Alex,” Lions 
president Tom Lewand said. 

His death also will be tied to the

For all his prowess on the field, 

Alex Karras may have gained more 
fame when he turned to acting in 
movies and on television. Playing a 
not-so-bright bruiser in Mel Brooks’ 
“Blazing Saddles," he not only 
slugged a horse but also delivered 
the classic line: “Mongo only pawn in 
game of life." In the 1980s, he played 
a sheriff in the comedy “Porky’s" and 
became a hit on the small screen as 
Emmanuel Lewis’ adoptive father, 
George Papadapolis, in the sitcom 
“Webster." (ap)

joined the more than 3,500 foot- 
ball veterans suing the league for 
not protecting them better from 
head injuries, immediately becom- 
ing one of the best-known names 
in the legal fight. Mitnick said the 
family had not yet decided whether 
to donate Karras’ brain for study, as 
other families have done. 

Bom in Gary, Ind., Karras starred 
for four years at Iowa. Detroit draft- 
ed Karras with the 10th overall pick 
in 1958, and he was a four-time All-

Music 

You probably know her name, if 
not quite how to pronounce it. You 
know her look, the close- cropped 
hair or shaved head, the bare arms 
that look like arms should look after 
slinging a bass for close to 30 years. 
You remember her high-profile col- 
laborations — the warm, funky style 
she brought to songs by Madonna 
and the Rolling Stones, the No. 3 
Billboard hit she snagged in 1994 
with John Mellencamp covering Van 
Morrison’s “Wild Night.” 

Meshell Ndegeocello, 44, has 
scored 10 Grammy nominations 
and cut 10 solo records that reveal 
her as a gifted poet and songwrit- 
er and a natural singer, rapper and 
innovator. Some credit her with 
sparking the neo-soul movement of 
the 1990s, which can be heard two 
decades later in a new generation of 


musicians. She spent the first half 
of her 20-year career recording on 
Madonna’s Maverick label. Yet she 
continues to fly under the radar. 

Part of that is because she’s 
no longer writing to meet label 
expectations for a hit (she’s now on 
Naive, a French indie jazz label). 
What she’s still writing, nearly 20 
years after her debut disc “Planta- 
tion Lullabies,” is her life. 

Her songs are about passion 
and sexuality: She’s bisexual, and 
she raised a son in a long-term 
relationship with feminist writer 
Rebecca Walker, daughter of “The 


Color Purple” author Alice Walker. 
They are about class and race: “You 
see brown folks are the keepers of 
the earth / Unifiers of the soul and 
mind / Not these wannabe gaudy 
pimps and thugs / Wearing dia- 
mond watches from African slave 
mines,” she sang on “Dead Nigga 
Blvd., Pt. 1,” off 2002’s “Cookie: 
The Anthropological Mixtape.” 
She doesn’t hedge or apologize for 
where her songs come from or why 
they are necessary. 

Neither did jazz singer and civil 
rights legend Nina Simone, whose 
songs and adaptations Ndegeo- 
cello covers on her latest disc, the 
just-released “Pour une Ame Sou- 
veraine” (“For a Sovereign Soul”). 
Fittingly for Ndegeocello, it has 


its share of collaborations, featur- 
ing guest appearances by Sinead 
O’Connor, Cody Chesnutt and Toshi 
Reagon, daughter of Bernice John- 
son Reagon, founder of D.C.’s long- 
running, all-female African-Amer- 
ican a cappella group Sweet Honey 
in the Rock. 

Simone — a classically trained 
pianist who enjoyed a successful 
early career in the ’50s on the jazz 
circuit and with major record labels 
— was famous for taking old stan- 
dards and making them her own. 
During the civil rights era, Sim- 
one’s work became more outspo- 
ken and strident. Radio stations — 
even black- owned ones — refused 
to air songs such as 1966’s “Four 
Women” and 1970’s “To Be Young, 


Gifted and Black,” sometimes burn- 
ing her records or returning them 
to her broken, Ndegeocello says. 
Simone ultimately left the U.S. in 
1970 to avoid arrest for nonpayment 
of taxes (her protest against the 
Vietnam War) and finally settled 
in France before her death in 2003. 

“I can relate so many things in 
the world to her,” Ndegeocello says. 
“She brings up issues of race, the 
business of music, politics — she’s 
someone to be reckoned with.” 

Ndegeocello had read sever- 
al books about Simone — includ- 
ing Simone’s 1991 autobiogra- 
phy, “I Put A Spell On You” — and 
had her songs on regular rota- 
tion before dreaming up this proj- 
ect. But it wasn’t until she played a 
Simone song at a recent Women in 
Jazz series in Harlem that she con- 
sidered cutting a record of covers. 

“It all happened so fast after 
that,” Ndegeocello says. “I could 
hear the recording in my mind. I 
wanted to bring attention to her 
incredible musicality and how she 
could take something and make it 
her own.” Ndegeocello recorded the 
album over one week. Just as Sim- 
one inhabited the songs she made 
famous (including “Don’t Let Me Be 
Misunderstood,” written for her in

“If anybody’s 
responsible for nne being a 
good nnusician, it’s hinn,’’ she 
says. “He took the tinne to show 
nne things that other people 
wouldn’t." s.M. 


1964 before the Animals made 
it a chart-topper in 1965), Ndegeo- 
cello renders the tracks in an array 
of styles — jazz, R&B, spacey dub. 

And while she sees why people 
draw parallels between herself and 
Simone, Ndegeocello makes it clear 
that the two musicians are from dif- 
ferent worlds and came up in times 
that offered very different options. 

“Of course I relate to her. But I 
was born after civil rights — there’s 
no way I could ever comprehend 
what it was like to live in a time 
where you couldn’t vote, you weren’t 
considered a person under Jim Crow, 
where they killed people like Mar- 
tin Luther King and Malcolm X. I 
take myself out of any comparison 
because I am humble enough to 
know I could never understand.” 

Ndegeocello says the collec- 
tion is an homage, not politicking. 

“I don’t think we’re ever again 
going to experience a time of the 
Woody Guthries, the Nina Simones, 
the Bob Dylans, the Pete Seegers 
— where a musician has so much 
credibility they can affect change.”

Ndegeocello sv\^itches 
the middle line to “to my 
sadness I’m enslaved,” 
and leaves off the last line 
entirely “I’m not old enough 
to have had parents v\^ho 
v\^ere slaves,” she says.

Also, you can get 
enslaved by depression, by 
your v\^ants and desires.” 

The crov\^d often fills the last 
line in themselves.

Getting Back 
To the World 


Jens Lekman composes 
a breakup album about 
healing and reconnecting 

Music 

On Election Day in 2008, Swedish 
singer-songwriter Jens Lekman found 
himself all alone in Washington. The 
night before, he had played a set at the 
House of Sweden for Swedish TV, but 
once the cameras were off, “I realized 
that I didn’t know anyone in D.C.,” he 
recalls. 

Lekman searched for “D.C.” in 
his email archives and found several 
messages from local fans. “I just took the 
first one from this person who seemed 
very nice and wrote her back to ask if 
she knew about anything going on that 
night. [She and her friends] were having 
an election party, so I went over and 
hung out with them.” 

When the party moved into the 
streets, Lekman had an epiphany: 


“Suddenly, I realized that there’s 
something bigger happening that 
can put your tiny heart problems in 
proportion to the world.” The experience 
proved not only emotionally reassuring 
but also creatively inspiring. He wrote 
the song “The End of the World Is Bigger 
Than Love” about that night.

It’s a standout on his latest album, “I 
Know What Love Isn’t,” which features 
large-hearted observations about 
romance, friendship and America. It 
may also be the easiest-listening album 
in Lekman’s considerable catalog, with 
strings that swoon gently and a flute 
and sax that flutter around his breezy 
melodies.

And yet, it’s also one of his heaviest: 
“I Know What Love Isn’t” documents the 
fallout from a particularly bad breakup. 

The particulars of the split are 
unimportant, he says. “The album is 
more about the time a few months later 
when you start to come to terms with 
what has happened.” The songs docu- 
ment his gradual recov- 
ery, as well as the emo- 
tional upheavals he 
confronted along 
the way: hookups, 
rocky friendships, 
a green-card mar- 


riage (he didn’t go through with it). 

A big part of Lekman’s recovery 
was simply sharing his experiences 
with fans. “Once I figured out what the 
songs were actually about, I felt like I 
could tell the story so it [wouldn’t] be 
just about me anymore,” he says. “Then 
I knew the songs were about something 
essentially human, something that 
people could relate to.” Stephen

Did You Know? 

^ The Renwick Gallery started life as the Corcoran 
Gallery, D.C.’s first art museum, founded by financier 
William Corcoran. The Corcoran collection moved out in 
1897 and now resides two blocks south (500 17th St. NW). 
^ In 1871, Corcoran hosted a magnificent ball in the Grand 
Salon to raise money for the Washington Monument. There 
was one hitch: The decorators hung canary cages too close 
to the gas jets lighting the room, and the birds died. 

^ Canaries as decorations were all the rage in the 
1870s: The birds were present at Ulysses S. Grant’s 1873 
inaugural ball, held in an outdoor pavilion at Judiciary 
Square. They froze to death. 

^ Corcoran introduced nude art to D.C. at his 1851 
Christmas party. Hiram Powers’ “The 
Greek Slave,” a statue of a shackled, 
naked woman, shocked guests. When 
the Corcoran Gallery opened in 1874, 
the sculpture was still scandalous. He 
happily put it on view.

Nick Markoff 

CHAIN-SAW GUY NO. 1, 
MARKOFF’S HAUNTED FOREST 

Nick Markoff is the oldest of three broth- 
ers who help run Calleva Farm in Dickerson, 
Md., home of Markoff's Haunted Forest— it- 
self the home of the scariest bunch of chain- 
saw-wielding hillbillies we hope to ever 
meet. He also plays one, quite convincingly. 

Who are your terrifying inspirations? 

“Saw," Leatherface — there are some 
dark characters that can really inspire 
you. Personally, I know some pretty hard 
redneck guys out here who cut wood for 
a living, with their right arms twice the 
size of their left from pulling the cord. 

Is there a model of saw you prefer? 

I love steel, it's real solid. We go 
through a LOT of chain saws. We have 
one guy just dedicated to fixing, tuning 
and fueling them. We burn 'em out 
because they rev pretty high. 

Last time I went to the forest, I got 
totally abandoned by my friends when 
the chain saws started. 

It's like people never heard a chain saw 
before! Some stop and curl up in fetal 
positions. Some run full speed and don't 
care if they've left their spouses behind. 

What’s so scary about the woods? 

I grew up in the woods, but a lot of people 
are suburbanized. We get a lot of city folk 
out here, and as soon as the traffic lights 
end and you drive by a rundown house, 
they're scared. Some haunts are into the 
gore, but the woods — that's a primal fear.

Some actors find two -character plays 
especially brutal, because they rarely 
get emotional or physical breaks during 
the show. Thomas Keegan is way more 
hard-core than those people. 

“Dying City,” running at Signa- 
ture Theatre, has three characters and 
a cast of two. As twin brothers Craig 
and Peter, Keegan is onstage for nearly 
the whole play. He even switches roles 
without leaving the set. 

Peter, an actor, is still reeling from 
the death of his twin. Craig was a sol- 
dier in the Iraq War, stationed at Abu 
Ghraib, who had trouble communicat- 
ing with his wife, Kelly (Rachel Zam- 
pelli). The play is a 70-minute power 


struggle among the three characters, 
Craig in flashback, Peter in the present. 

Keegan had some invaluable help 
understanding the relationship between 
Peter and Craig: Director Matt Gardin- 
er has a twin brother himself (actor 
James Gardiner). 

“I have a feeling of ownership over 
my twin brother,” Gardiner says. “His 
triumphs are more thrilling to me than 
any of mine. And when he falls, it is 
incredibly painful.” 

Craig and Peter are disgusted by 
and obsessed with each other’s choic- 
es. They subtly mirror the dynamic 
between Americans at home and troops 
in Iraq, who are seen at once as liber-

ators and conquerors, as fighting ter- 
ror and propagating it. 

In playing twins, there’s a tempta- 
tion to make it obvious to the audience 
which character is on stage. Gardiner 
and Keegan decided that overempha- 
sizing the differences between Craig 
and Peter could make the double cast- 
ing come off as a gimmick. 

Keegan’s dual performance is 
informed by the quirks of playwright 
Christopher Shinn’s script. For example, 
Shinn writes that Peter used to imper- 
sonate Craig when they were children. 
It’s a useful detail, given that Peter 
grew up to be an actor, and a handy 
explanation of the characters’ similar 
mannerisms. 

“The twins are two distinctly dif- 
ferent people who have different ener- 
gies and different motives and tac- 
tics,” Keegan says. “But there are 
moments where it will become some- 
what unclear to the audience exactly 
which brother Kelly is dealing with,” 
and that’s by design. 

Says Keegan: “If the audience isn’t 
quite sure who I am, that’s OK with

American Troubadour 


Woody Guthrie, one 
of our nation's greatest 
songwriters, gets a 
Kennedy Center tribute 

Music 

By 1940, Woody Guthrie was sick of 
hearing Kate Smith sing Irving Ber- 
lin’s “God Bless America,” which he 
thought ignored the incredible divide 
between the nation’s rich and the poor. 
While hitchhiking from Washington 
state to New York City, Guthrie wrote a 
song in response, “God Blessed Ameri- 
ca for Me,” to reclaim the redwood for- 
ests, the Cumberland Valley and the 
ribbons of highway in between for the 
common man. 

Eventually, he renamed it “This 
Land Is Your Land” to reflect his belief 
that America belonged to everyone. 
Seven decades later, the song remains 
an alternative national anthem and by 
far the most popular composition from 
one of the greatest American song- 
smiths of the 20th century. 

A bunch of Guthrie’s songs will find 
new life when an impressive roster of 
musicians takes the stage at the Ken- 
nedy Center for “This Land Is Your 
Land,” a concert celebrating Guth- 
rie’s centennial. Here are a few num- 
bers to listen for: 

‘Grand Coulee Dam’ 

Talk about your successful marketing 
campaigns. In the early 1940s, Bonn- 
eville Power Administration hired 
Guthrie to write songs about projects 
along the Columbia River in Washing- 
ton state. The best of them recounts 
the construction of the title structure 
during the 1930s — how man tamed 
the river and built the so-called eighth 
wonder of the world. 



‘Pretty Boy Floyd’ 

Notorious bank robber Charles Arthur 
Floyd was gunned down by police in 
1934. Guthrie views him as a man 
forced into crime by hard times, a 
modern-day Robin Hood who gave 
his ill-gotten gains to poor farmers in 
the Dust Bowl. Floyd lived a “life of 
shame,” Guthrie sings, but “you won’t 
never see an outlaw drive a family from 
their home.”

A consummate rambler, Guthrie 
hitchhiked or rode the rails all over 
the United States, recording his 
experiences in song. Here, he sings 
from the perspective of an itinerant 
laborer who works on the farm, in the 
steel mill and, finally, on the chain 
gang, while his spry guitar evokes the 
clack of the railcar, moving stoically 
from one job to the next.

‘Philadelphia Lawyer’ 

The title character romances a young 
Hollywood sweetheart — and incurs 
the wrath of her gunslinger husband. 
Guthrie recorded the tune with folkie 
compatriot Cisco Houston, and their 
loose harmonies lend a spooky gravity 
to what could be a stock story of 
jealousy and deceit. 

‘Hoodoo Voodoo’ 

Guthrie penned this inspired bit of 
nonsense verse (“hoodoo voodoo/ 
Chooka chooky choochoo”) for his 
children, but he never recorded it. 
Thirty years after his death, Wilco and 
Billy Bragg did a raucous version of the 
tune for their 1998 album “Mermaid 
Avenue,” a collection of Guthrie lyrics 
set to new music.

Living to Tell About It 


‘How to Survive a 
Plague’ traces the 
struggle to open the 
world’s eyes to AIDS

If you’ve ever seen the AIDS 
Memorial Quilt, with each of its 
thousands of panels representing 
someone who died from the disease, 
you might have noticed that a lot 
of the birth and death years are 
awfully close. 1969-1989. 1950-1984. 
1990-1992. For a long time, anyone 
diagnosed with HIV knew what to 
expect: death, and probably soon. 

Things are different now. In the 
new documentary “How to Survive 
a Plague,” activists from the early 
days of the AIDS epidemic help nar- 
rate the story of how funding for 
HIV/AIDS research and treatment 
went from nonexistent to the point 
where people with HIV can reach 
a full life expectancy. Some of the 
narrators are HIV positive, and all 
of them show their age — gray hair 
on men who never expected to live 
past 30, for instance. 

“Every one of those wrin- 
kles was hard-won,” says director 
David France, who has long writ- 
ten about gay issues for GQ and 
New York Magazine. Hard-won 
not only because they have lived 
with HIV/AIDS, but because their 
journey started in the early 1980s, 
when the stigma of the disease was 


so pronounced that drug compa- 
nies weren’t looking for treatments 
and some politicians were actively 
rooting against funding. Two major 
activist groups spurred action on 
those fronts: ACT UP (Aids Coalition 
to Unleash Power) and TAG (Treat- 
ment Action Group). The members 
of both were motivated and com- 
mitted — and unwilling to be nice. 

“All the polite. Won’t you please 
do something to save our lives?’ 
efforts had spent six years going 


nowhere,” France says. So the 
groups tried bolder activism, pro- 
testing during a Mass at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in Manhattan and a hold- 
ing a kiss-in in the waiting room of 
a drug company’s headquarters. 

“They did that as a way to 
say, ‘Get used to it.’ ” France says. 
“ We’re going to move into your 
waiting room and make out and 
the world is not going to fall apart. 
Then you can hear us talk.’ ” 

France says such actions were 


the only way to get the American 
public to see gay men as humans 
That was important when it came 
to AIDS research, but it continues 
to be a huge contributor to the gay- 
rights movement today. 

“I can remember being in gay- 
pride marches in New York where 
the majority of the sidewalks on 
5th Avenue were crowded with 
moral opponents of the existence of 
the gay community,” France says. 
“And now, those people are nuts.”

Soft eggs add smoothness to a range of dishes 

Chefs describe eggs as a worrder ingredierrt: Crack a 
shell, and a dish magically becomes creamier, richer, 
silkier. In their softer forms — with pillowy whites and 
runny centers — eggs add a textural layer to dishes as 
varied as soup and pizza (their neutral flavor means 
they play well with others). “There’s this oozy-ness to 
them that’s fantastic,” says chef Mike Isabella, who 
incorporates the breakfast staple into many lunch 
and dinner dishes at his restaurants Graffiato and 
Bandolero. Read on for four dishes that make the most 

of eggs’ versatility. EMILY HEIL (FOR EXPRESS) 


Say Cheese 

The queso f undido ($12) at 
Georgetown’s Bandolero 
is a familiar dish given 
an elegant upgrade (no 
Velveeta-like puddles 
here). Chef Mike Isabella 
elevates his chorizo- 
poblano version of the 
Mexican dish by topping 
it with a creamy egg, 
served sunny-side up. 
When stirred in, the egg 
melds with the cheese 
and other ingredients, 
keeping the texture 
smooth. The blend also 
doesn’t seize up as it cools. 
'T wanted it to be more like 
a fondue than that typical 
queso you get in the black 
skillet that goes all hard 
about five minutes after 
it’s served,” Isabella says.

In H &Pizza’s Farmer’s Daughter pie ($8.64), zesty sausage 
and chili oil get mellowed out with house-made mozzarella — 
and eggs cracked over the concoction. By the time the pizza 
emerges from the broiler, the egg whites are set, but the 
yolks remain soft. Anthony Pilla, a member of the pizzeria's 
culinary team, says egg isn't exactly a traditional topping (you 
might find it in Rome, he says, but never in Naples, where it's 
simplicity or bust). The Farmer’s Daughter is “like the perfect 
brunch food you can have any time,’’ he says. And when 
customers raise an eyebrow about the egg on their pie, “I tell 
them to man up," Pilla says. “I say, ‘You’re gonna try this egg 
on a pizza, and it’s gonna make you happy.’ "

Before commencing the 
slurp-and-scoop routine, diners can stir 
the egg into the broth. Swirl enough, 
and the egg disappears. Traditionally, 
ramen is served with a boiled egg that’s 
firmer, Bruner-Yang says, but he went 
with a softer version for a few reasons. 




He liked the richness it imparts, “like the 
yolk you’d find on a carbonara." And soft- 
boiled eggs, which slip out of their shells, 
cut down on labor costs, since previously, 
“we basically had one guy whose only job

A Splash at the Market 



Rappahannock Oyster 
Bar takes its cues from 
similarly styled seafood 
joints in San Francisco 


It’s noon on a Sunday, and San 
Francisco is on my mind as I anticipate 
a platter of oysters and a glass of 
muscadet at the counter of the 
Rappahannock Oyster Bar 
in the open and light-filled 
Union Market in Northeast. 

Oysters and wine are how 
I always try to launch 
my visits to the Bay Area, 
and one of my favorite places to 
splurge on the pairing there is at the 
Ferry Building and Farmers Market, 
home to the gleaming Hog Island 
Oyster Co. 

Travis Croxton is pleased to hear 
this. The owner of the oyster bar 
in Washington’s freshly minted food 
attraction near Gallaudet University 
says he based his seafood joint 
on what he, too, saw in San Francisco. 
And when he got a call from Richard 
Brandenburg, director of culinary 
strategy for developer Edens, 
to participate in Union Market, Croxton 
already knew the anchor he wanted 
Rappahannock Oyster Bar to be. 

It lacks a sea breeze, but Croxton’s 
20 -seat bar, flanked by a communal 
table and patio seating, nevertheless

brims with lures: live scallops, meaty 
chowder, lush tuna tartare ignited 
with lime and chili pepper, and drinks 
dreamed up by a former mixer at 
the top-drawer Columbia Room, JP 
Fetherston. 

The cocktails don’t have names. 
“We let the ingredients do the talking,” 
explains Croxton, who co-owns the 


counter, an extension of Rappahannock 
River Oysters in Topping, Va., with 
his cousin Ryan. The philosophy 
extends to the impressive crab cake, 
which is bound with a suggestion of 
mayonnaise and a dash of hot sauce. 
The key to the dish: “Don’t overthink 
it,” Croxton says. 

Watching over the tiny open kitchen 
for the moment is Dylan Fultineer. A 
veteran of the esteemed Hungry Cat 
in Santa Barbara and Blackbird in 
Chicago, Fultineer is helping out until 
he starts cooking at the soon-to-open 
Rappahannock, a SjOOO-square-foot 
restaurant in Richmond and another 
venture from the Croxton cousins. 

The regular selection of raw oysters 
($2 each) includes Rappahannocks, 
which Travis Croxton likes for the 
river oyster’s buttery quality, and Old 
Salts, pleasing for their briny notes. 
The restaurateur anticipates offering 
“guest oysters” from elsewhere in the 
country down the road. 

My plate of bivalves is icy and 
fresh, but every oyster includes a 
speck of (horror!) grit. I look up and 
notice the shucker isn’t cleaning 
his knife between maneuvers. San 
Francisco briefly retreats until 
the rest of my seafood shows up.

Personalities 

Neil Young’s fans have come to 
expect wild swings if they’ve fol- 
lowed his music career since the 
1960s. There’s the near-violent 
guitar solos and throbbing rock 
of his collaborations with Crazy 
Horse. Lilting acoustic melodies 
like “Harvest Moon.” Electronic 
experiments. Moments of genius 
and ill-advised detours. 

No one should be surprised 
that reading his first book, the 
memoir “Waging 
Heavy Peace” ($30, 
Blue Rider Press), 
should feel exactly 
the same. 

Young’s scatter- 
shot style includes a 
description of Crazy 
Horse as a living organism that 
illustrates an artistic sensibility bet- 
ter than any nonmusician can, along 
with a recitation of a shopping trip 
he took once in Hawaii and praise 
for his electric toothbrush. 

He generally avoids specific talk 
about songwriting. Yet he candidly 
admits that his song “Alabama,” 
a trigger for Lynyrd Skynyrd’s 
answer “Sweet Home Alabama,” 
was ill-advised. Young’s passions 
— his family, electric trains, cars 
and a system to sonically improve 
digital music files — get as much 
space as music.

book was that it was going to be 
off the top of my head,” Young says. 
“I wasn’t going to spend any time 
trying to organize anything.

He also wrote with a clear head, 
swearing off alcohol and marijuana, 
the latter due to fear that continued 
use could lead him into dementia, 
which his father suffered from. 

That was no easy decision. Young 
says he wrote virtually all of his 
songs while high and wondered if 
he could without the crutch. His 
songwriting dry spell lasted more 
than a year before he started again, 
and he’s set to release the new two- 
CD set “Psychedelic Pill” on Oct. 30. 

“When music is finished with 
me. I’ll be OK,” he says. “Right 
now I still do it because it seems 
natural. If it ever comes to the point 
where I can’t do it justice, when I’m 
not doing my best, then I’ll stop.”

A new book uncovers

Book Review 


Netflix is probably hoping a new 
book about its early history never 
gets made into a movie. 

“Netflixed: The Epic Battle for 
America’s Eyeballs” ($26.95, Port- 
folio Hardcover) tries to debunk a 
widely told tale 
about the compa- 
ny’s origins and 
paints a polariz- 
ing portrait of its 
star, CEO Reed 
Hastings. 

Written by 
veteran journal- 
ist Gina Keating, “Netflixed” draws 
its insights from interviews with 
Netflix’s lesser known co-founder, 
Marc Randolph, and other former 
employees. Hastings declined to be 
interviewed for the book. 

The book captures Hastings’ 
vision, focus, charisma and chutz- 
pah — traits that helped him trans-

form Netflix from a quirky service 
with fewer than 100,000 customers 
into a cultural phenomenon with 
30 million subscribers worldwide. 

But readers are also introduced 
to a cold-hearted side of Hastings, 
who, according to the book, “seemed 
to lack an empathy gene.” 

The book also says Randolph 
never got the credit he deserved for 
coming up with the idea for send- 
ing DVDs through the mail — the 
concept that turned Netflix’s red 
envelopes into a ubiquitous sight. 

Hastings’ spin went something 
like this: The idea for a video sub- 
scription service came to him after 


a Blockbuster store hit him with 
$40 in late fees when he returned 
a VHS tape of “Apollo 13” 

“That’s a load of crap,” Randolph 
claims. “It never happened.” 

According to the book, Netflix 
was born out of conversations that 
he and Hastings had while they 
were carpooling to work together. 

After they successfully tested 
sending a compact disc through 
the mail, Randolph says he spent 
months getting Netflix launched 
while Hastings attended Stanford 
University’s graduate school and 
worked for a technology lobbying
